fffc  Every  Catholic  looks  upon  his  Bishop  as  the 
source  of  divine  authority  in  his  life.  He  bears, 
through  the  Visible  Head  of  the  Church,  the 
power  of  Peter  from  whom  he  is,  supernaturally, 
a  lineal  descendant.  The  birth  of  every  child, 
the  life  of  every  man  and  woman,  the  death 
of  everyone  of  the  faithful  is  his  personal  con- 
cern. He  is  vitally  interested  in  the  health  and 
prosperity  and  in  the  development  of  the  talents 
of  all  the  members  of  his  flock.  He  rejoices 
in  the  contribution  that  they  make  to  the  well- 
being  and  the  culture  of  society.  As  the  guar- 
dian of  the  Sacraments  of  Christ,  he  feels  a  par- 
ticular responsibility  for  the  spiritual  progress 
and  the  holiness  of  each  individual  soul.  He  is 
to  his  people  the  Ecclesia  docens,  clothed  in  the 
robe  of  imperishable  truth,  interpreting  the  ever 
changing,  ever  challenging  excursions  of  rea- 
son in  the  light  of  Revelation.  He  lives  and  la- 
bors under  the  special  Providence  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.  St.  Paul's  "A  Faithful  saying:  if  a  man 
desire  the  office  of  a  bishop,  he  desireth  a  good 
work,"    is  divine   understatement. 

A  Catholic  college  must  always  look  upon  it- 
self as  a  part  of  the  Church  teaching.  It  reaches 
to  the  outposts  of  human  knowledge,  extending 


them  whenever  it  can,  but  always  seeking  to 
understand  their  meaning,  by  whomsoever  dis- 
covered. Yet  its  center  is  always  revealed 
truth.  It  knows  that  old  truth  and  new  truth 
are  one  and  that  in  the  end  one  will  illumine 
the  other.  In  its  mission  of  teaching,  it  stands 
close  to  its  Bishop,  seeking  guidance  and  di- 
rection from  him.  When  the  Bishop  is  its  own 
son,  the  union  is  particularly  close,  harmonious 
and  strong. 

When  Archbishop  Cushing  was  installed 
over  the  See  of  Boston,  Catholic  hearts  were 
jubilant,  none  more  so  than  those  of  Boston 
College  men.  In  him  they  saw  a  friend,  a 
brother,  an  exemplar  of  the  highest  personal 
virtues,  a  man  of  great  heart  to  whom  no  hu- 
man life  was  insignificant,  a  leader  of  great 
vision  that  swept  over  the  universal  Kingdom 
of  Christ,  a  shepherd  who  would  lead  them 
lovingly,  humbly,  fearlessly,  triumphantly. 
All  graduates  of  Boston  College  feel  that  his 
honor  is  theirs — not  only  his  honor  but  his  hopes 
and  labors  and  the  riches  of  God's  grace  that 
will   flow  through  him. 

And  this  is  the  prayer  of  us  all:  God  grant 
him  many  years  and  many  blessings. 
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ARCHBISHOP  CUSHING 


For  the  second  time  in  the  history  of  the 
otholic  Church  in  Boston  a  son  of  Boston  Col- 
;ge  was  elevated  to  the  Metropolitan  See  when 
ie  Most  Reverend  Richard  J.  Cushing,  D.D., 
jceived  the  crozier,  the  pastoral  staff  of  au- 
lority,  from  the  Apostolic  Delegate,  the  Most 
everend  Amleto  Giovanni  Cicognani,  D.D., 
U.D.,  November  8  at  the  Cathedral. 

Hundreds  of  dignitaries  of  Church  and  State 
itnessed  the  impressive  ceremonies  of  the  in- 
al  lotion  of  the  youngest  residential  archbishop 
l  the  world. 

The  happy  selection  of  Archbishop  Cushing 
)  succeed  the  late  Cardinal  O'Connell  by  His 
loliness  Pope  Pius  XII  has  received  universal 
pproval  as  expressed  in  an  editorial  appearing 
1  the  Boston  Pilot  November  8.  It  stated: 
The  Most  Reverend  Richard  J.  Cushing  is  an 
nswer  to  prayer — to  prayers  which  successfully 
Duntered  his  own.  This  eminence  was  no  de- 
re  of  his.  But  from  monasteries  and  convents 
=titions  ascended.  Priests,  especially  the  priests 
f  the  Diocese,  made  this  the  intention  of  their 
Masses.  United  with  them  were  many  outside 
ie  Church's  fold.  Perhaps  the  most  ardent 
rayers  of  all  came  from  the  hearts  of  the  very 
oor  and  the  hopelessly  sick." 

The  alumni  and  especially  the  members  of 
ie  class  of  1917,  the  Archbishop's  classmates, 
?joice  in  the  high  honor  that  has  been  con- 
3rred   upon   him. 

At  the  banquet  following  the  installation 
aremonies  the  Archbishop  said  in  part: 

"Joyfully  I  accept  the  burdens  and  respon- 
bilities  of  my  new  office,  trusting  with  all 
iy  heart  in  the  Providence  of  God,  remember- 
ig  the  examples  of  my  predecessors  and  re- 
'ing  confidently  on  the  united  support  of  priests 
nd  people.  Together  we  rejoice  in  the  com- 
leted  organization  that  restores  to  the  arch- 
ioceses  of  Boston  her  fullness  of  life.  Together 
'e  go  forward  to  take  our  place  in  a  new  world 
rder. 

"For  a  new  order  is  in  the  making.  It  would 
e  rash  indeed  to  predict  what  it  will  be  like, 
ut  it  would  be  even  more  foolish,  and  a  plain 
eglect  of  duty,  not  to  attempt  to  read  the  signs 
f  the  times  and  anticipate  as  intelligently  as 
/e  can  the  situation  that  will  confront  us.  The 
irincipal  problems  already  appearing  on  the 
lOrizon  are  intellectual  skepticism  and  moral 
1  differentism.  They  do  not  attack  Christianity, 
hey  ignore  it.  How,  then,  shall  we  meet  them? 
>y  every  possible  means  whereby  individual 
ouls  can  be  reclaimed  to  the  truth:  by  going 
ifter  souls,  with  the  selfless  perseverance  of  the 
5ood  Shepherd. 
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"The  work,  if  it  is  to  be  successful,  must  be 
done  with  great  kindness;  souls  are  precious 
and  precious  things  must  be  handled  gently. 
The  work  must  also  be  done  with  humility.  We 
shall  do  well  to  have  before  our  minds  the  dig- 
nity of  the  priesthood,  but  that  is  not  the  dig- 
nity that  demands  to  be  saluted  in  the  market- 
place, to  sit  in  the  first  seats  in  the  synagoaue 
and  to  have  the  highest  place  at  the  table.  The 
dignity  of  the  priesthood  is  indifferent  to  per- 
sonal prestige.  It  springs  from  the  knowledge 
that  we  share  the  mediatorship  of  Christ,  Our 
High  Priest,  Who  is  'not  come  to  be  ministered 
to,  but  to  minister.'  Our  concern  is  the  minis- 
try; the  dignity  will  take  care  of  itself. 

"The  post-war  world  is  likely  to  have  less 
respect  even  than  the  present-day  masses  for 
official  status;  in  the  democracy  of  the  future 
the  clergy  will  doubtless  be  asked  unceremoni- 
ously for  their  contribution.  A  character  mod- 
eled on  Christ  and  a  life  reflecting  His  life  may 
be  all  we  have  to  offer,  but  how  could  anyone 
give  more?  Chaplains  in  this  war  have  told  us 
they  are  recognized  'as  men  among  men.'  It 
is  for  all  of  us  to  win  recognition  as  Christ-like 
men  among  men.  We  should  welcome  a  state 
of  things  that  will  bring  home  to  us  in  sober 
fact  that  although,  being  shepherds,  we  have 
to  lead  our  flocks,  yet  we  are  not  by  right  the 
overlords  of  our  people;  we  are  their  servants. 

"And  they  are  asking  for  our  service,  chafing 
for  action,  a  flock  after  the  very  heart  of  that 
tireless  shepherd,  Pius  XI.  'Remind  the  laity,' 
he  wrote  to  Bishops  22  years  ago,  'that  when 
they  go  to  work  in  earnest,  both  privately  and 
publicly,  under  your  leadership  and  the  guid- 
ance of  the  clergy,  to  see  to  it  that  Christ  is 
known  and  loved,  then  certainly  they  will  de- 
serve, in  the  highest  degree,  to  be  hailed  as 
what  Saint  Peter  called  them,  'a  chosen  race, 
a  royal  priesthood,  a  purchased  people.' 

"I  do  not  need  to  remind  our  people  in  this 
way;  they  are  asking  for  leadership,  organiza- 
tion, instruction.  They  long  to  give  expression 
to  the  faith  in  a  way  that  will  make  this  a 
Catholic  community,  not  in  word  only,  but  in 
spirit,  in  deed  and  in  truth.  All  this  means 
work,  but  it  is  the  work  that  you  have  desired. 
You  now  have  the  'green  light' — go  forward, 
full  speed  ahead,  reclaim  the  lost,  strengthen 
the  weak,  mobilize  the  strong!  We  know  better 
than  to  be  troubled  about  what  may  happen  to 
us  in  this  world;  nothing  can  come  but  what 
God  wills  or  permits.  Free  from  any  thought  of 
self,  we  can  put  our  whole  mind  on  this  work 
that  our  people  ask  for  us,  'that  they  may  know 
Thee.'  "

WAR   FUND 

The  War  Fund  is  a  success. 

Inaugurated  last  February  by  the  Alumni 
Association  with  Jeremiah  W.  Mahoney,  '21 , 
as  Chairman,  as  a  result  of  drastic  reductions 
in  income  caused  by  a  decreased  wartime  stu- 
dent enrollment,  it  reached  the  total  of  $271,- 
000  this  month.    The  goal  had  been  $250,000. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  take  pride 
in  this  generous  manifestation  of  devotion  to 
the  College  by  the  alumni,  and  express  their 
heartfelt  gratitude  to*  those  who  have  contrib- 
uted, to  the  hard  working  members  of  the  com- 
mittees, and  to  the  unselfish  efforts  of  Chair- 
man Mahoney.  They  also  express  their  grati- 
tude to  the  many  friends  of  Boston  College, 
Catholic    and    non-Catholic. 

STUDENT  ACTIVITIES 

In  ordinary  times  extra  curricular  activities 
would  be  well  supported  by  the  students,  but  in 
wartime  when  the  enrollment  has  decreased 
75%  most  of  the  clubs  and  organizations  ex- 
perience difficulties  in  surviving.  Despite  this 
the  students  are  determined  to  keep  as  many 
going  as  possible.  The  Heights  is  no  longer  a 
weekly,  but  does  succeed  in  appearing  every 
two  weeks.  It  is  staffed  primarily  by  lower 
classmen.  The  Stylus,  formerly  a  monthly,  will 
appear  when  enough  material  is  gathered  by 
the  editors.  The  Fulton  and  Marquette  Debat- 
ing Societies,  after  a  difficult  time  last  year, 
will  meet  as  usual.  As  for  the  language  clubs, 
the  French  Academy  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Andre  de  Beauvivier,  and  the  German  Club  have 
started  weekly  meetings.  The  Classical  Acad- 
emy has  decided  to  print  once  again  its  publica- 
tion The  Humanities. 


RED  MASS 


The  Red  Mass  was  celebrated  for  the  fourth 
time  October  7  at  the  Immaculate  Conception 
Church,  at  which  the  Most  Reverend  Richard 
J.  Cushing,   D.D.,  addressed  the  congregation. 

In  1941  the  Law  School  introduced  to  New 
England  the  Red  Mass  which  is  the  Solemn 
Votive  Mass  of  the  Holy  Spirit  celebrated  at 
the  beginning  of  the  judicial  year,  and  at- 
tended by  the  judges  and  lawyers  of  all  reli- 
gious faiths. 

The  order  of  the  procession  into  the  church 
was:  Acolytes,  the  Law  Faculty,  Representa- 
tives of  other  Law  Faculties,  Representatives 
of  the  Bar  Associations,  the  District  Attorneys 
of  Massachusetts,  the  Corporation  Counsel  of 
Boston  and  Staff,  United  States  Attorney  for 
Massachusetts  and  Staff,  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  Staff,  the 
Mayor  of  Boston,  the  Justices  of  the  District 
Courts  of  Massachusetts,  the  Judges  of  the 
Probate  and  Land  Courts  of  Massachusetts,  the 
Justices  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Massachusetts, 
the  Judges  of  the  United  States  District  Court, 
the  Judges  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court 
of  Appeals,  the  Chief  Justice  of  Rhode  Island, 
the  Chief  Justice  and  the  Associate  Justices  of 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  Massachusetts, 
the  United  States  Senators  from  Massachusetts, 
His  Excellency,  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth, the  Officers  of  the  Mass.

Archbishop  Cushing  said  in  part: 

"The  roots  of  the  evil  in  the  world  today  are 
imbedded  in  the  practical  belief  that  God  and 
His  Law  do  not  belong  in  the  society.  They  are 
buried  in  the  belief  that  so-called  'immutable 
principles'  most  accommodate  themselves  to 
the  facts  of  experience;  facts  are  represented 
as  stubborn  things  and  unyielding  while  laws 
are  falsely  expected  to  be  elastic  and  pliable 
to  the  turn  of  the  events.  We  are  even  taught 
not  to  look  for  God  in  law  'I  am  the  law,'  says 
the  dictator.  If  such  doctrines  are  not  openly 
preached,  they  are  certainly  reflected  in  the 
conduct  of  individuals  and  nations.  But  if  there 
is  no  Will  of  God  in  law,  there  is  no  morality. 
If  there  is  no  morality,  then  might  makes 
right.  The  only  sanction  becomes  some  form 
of  force:  the  force  of  money  which  is  capital- 
ism; the  force  of  steel  which  is  militarism;  the 
force  of  the  masses  which  is  Nazism,  Fascism, 
and  Communism. 

Your  Honors,  we  know  that  force  connot 
breed  peace,  even  though  it  may  impose  the 
terms  of  peace.  The  influences  that  are  to 
renew  the  face  of  the  earth  must  spring  from 
the  hearts  of  men.  Peace  begins  at  home,  in 
a  man's  heart,  and  its  course  lies  along  the 
way  of  life  chartered  by  the  laws  of  God;  it 
must  begin  in  the  temporal  order  with  a  re- 
turn to  the  Natural  Law. 

Pope  Pius  XII  put  his  finger  on  this  fun- 
damental need  of  society  when  he  wrote:  "One 
leading  mistake  that  we  may  single  out 
as  the  fountain-head  from  which  the  evils  of  the 
modern  states  derive  their  origin  is  the  setting 
aside  of  one  universal  standard  of  morcriity-^- 
the  Natural  Law  of  God."  That  Natural  Law 
is  another  name  for  the  plan  of  God  implicil 
in  His  Creation,  in  the  essence's  He  gave  tc 
things.  AM  the  positive  enactments  of  the 
Church  or  State  must,  therefore,  be  founded  or 
it.  And  when  they  are  so  founded,  they  cannol 
be  dismissed  simply  as  man-made  laws,  for  lows 
so  made,  ore  from  God.  They  are  the  expan 
sion  of  the  Natural  Law  made  necessary  be- 
cause the  Natural  Law  is  not  sufficiently  de- 
tailed for  the  proper  control  of  all  the  complexi 
ties  of  human  life."

earn,  every  alumnus  of  that  college  should 
;tand  up  and  cheer!  But  when  94  boys  out  of 
hat  tiny  student  body  report  for  the  team,  every 
over  of  athletics — student,  graduate,  or  just 
=very  day  sports  follower  should  join  in  the 
:horus!  That  indeed  is  just  what  sports  for 
;ports'  sake  really  is.  And  Boston  College, 
"other  Murphy,  John  Curley,  Moody  Sarno,  and 
;very  one  of  the  hundred  that  made  this  year's 
earn  possible  are  to  be  congratulated,  for  once 
:gain  Boston  College  has  kept  faith  with  those 
)f  us  who  years  after  have  stoutly  maintained 
he  Boston  College  has  always  stood  four-square 
or  sports  for  the  sake  of  the  game  itself  and 
or  the  good  of  the  boys.  Just  as  many  B.  C. 
>oys  as  ever  before  have  benefited  by  the  game 
his  year.  True,  the  squad  was  not  so  well  ex- 
perienced, not  so  polished,  not  so  rugged  as 
vere  the  boys  of  the  Sugar  Bowl  and  Cotton 
3owl  and  Orange  Bowl  years.  True,  no  Jimmy 
zitzpatrick  nor  Chuck  Darling  boomed  lofty 
junts  down  the  field;  true  no  Charley  O'Rourke 
lor  Phil  Corrigan  passed  opposing  teams  dizzy; 
10  whirlwind  backs  like  Ben  Roderick,  Al 
/Veston  or  Frank  Maznicki  blazed  their  way  to 
Mi-American  fame,  but  just  the  same,  the 
iagles  of  Boston  College  have  done  all  right  for 
hemselves.  Stars  there  were  this  year  in  the 
iquad  of  1  7  -year-olds;  few  better  backs  have 
ippeared  than  Jim  Elliot,  Tom  Seymour,  John 
Rabbett,  Jim  Casey,  and  others;  few  more  in- 
ipiring  leaders  have  appeared  than  Donelan 
]nd  Baleyko,  and  few  teams  at  the  Heights 
lave  ever  showed  more  spirit  and  determina- 
ion.  Recently  a  Greater  Boston  coach  came 
]ll-out  for  so-called  "informal"  football  and 
:riticized  those  writing  down  the  efforts  of  the 
/ounger  lads  who  are  keeping  the  college  sport 
ilive  at  B.  C,  Tufts,  Harvard,  and  in  other  col- 
eges.  With  him  I  personally  agree:  the  name 
'Informal"  seems  to  be  a  misnomen.  It  may 
)e  "inferior"  football  as  far  as  perfection  goes, 
:or  after  all  most  of  the  boys  are  freshmen,  but 
t  is  not  "Informal."  Yet,  in  1943  Melville 
Webb  said  after  the  B.C. -Harvard  game,  "If 
his  is  informal,  let  us  have  more  of  it."  Foot- 
sail  is  football,  and  if  the  teams  play  their  own 
;quals,  the  competition  is  just  as  keen  as  it 
2ver  was.  Only  once  this  year  did  Boston  Col- 
ege  go  out  of  its  class,  and  that  was  an  un- 
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avoidable  mistake,  for  the  game  with  Melville 
P.  T.  was  scheduled  early,  before  John  Curley 
knew  that  the  club  was  to  be  an  aggregation 
of  stars  drawn  from  all  over  the  country.  All 
Boston  expected  a  contest  with  a  local  service 
team  such  as  represented  Camp  Edwards  in 
1943. 

The  season  all  in  all  was  very  successful. 
Handicapped  by  having  only  two  regulars  from 
1943 — Co-Captains  Baleyko  and  Donelan — 
and  one  other  letter-man — -Bill  McCarthy — 
Coach  Sarno,  assisted  by  Ed  Minahan  an  old 
Eagle  of  1919,  turned  out  a  team  that  never 
quit,  a  team  that  improved  in  the  second  half 
of  every  game  that  it  played.  Although  having 
no  benefit  of  scouting  in  any  game  save  that 
with  Holy  Cross,  the  Eagles  stopped  every  team 
that  it  played  once  Sarno  had  the  opportunity 
to  see  the  offense.  And  in  the  Syracuse  and 
Brooklyn  games,  the  teams  came  back  to  snatch 
victory  from  imminent  defeat  just  as  had  the 
clubs  of  Frank  Leahy. 

The  season  opened  with  the  Crimson  at  Cam- 
bridge, and  once,  again  the  brand  of  football 
played  showed  the  sports  authorities  at  both  in- 
stitutions that  the  game  is  a  natural  one  for 
Boston.  44,000,  the  largest  football  crowd  of 
the  year,  saw  a  stubborn,  inexperienced  B.C. 
team,  playing  its  first  game,  threaten  Harvard, 
with  three  games  already  tucked  away  and  end- 
ing the  first  half  of  its  schedule.  The  score 
1  3-0  does  not  tell  of  the  courage  of  the  Heights- 
men,  for  in  the  second  half,  the  Eagles  forced 
the  play  continually  and  threatened  until  the 
very  end.  Ed  Cronin,  Sammartino,  Jim  Elliot 
did  yeoman  service  for  Boston,  while  Pierce, 
Sweeney  and  Cowan  excelled  for  Harvard. 

Victory  smiled  on  B.C.  then  three  times  in  a 
row,  for  C.C.N.Y.,  N.Y.U.,  and  Syracuse  fell  in 
order.  The  stars  of  these  games  were  Elliot,  Ed 
Walsh,  Rabbett,  Donelan,  Baleyko,  and  both 
tackles,  Barrett  and  King.  City  College  was 
defeated  33-0,  Carney,  Casey,  Walsh  scoring 
once  and  Rabbett  twice.  Elliot  was  the  big  gun 
in  a  42-12  victory  over  N.Y.U.,  met  for  the 
first  time,  but  originally  scheduled  for  1943. 
Elliot  crossed  the  last  white  line  three  times, 
and  Reardon,  Griffin,  and  Rabbett  once  each 
as  the  potent  Eaqles  ran  460  yards  for  the 
largest  score  of  the  year.  Capozzoli  starred 
for  New  York,  his  punting  and  passing  being  of 
high  grade,  the  Violet  completing  seven  out  of 


the  ten  passes  attempted.  Syracuse,  not  met 
since  1924,  when  Joe  Koslowsky's  team  played 
at  Syracuse,  was  defeated  in  a  rip-roaring  sec- 
ond half.  Trailing  at  half  time,  the  Eagles  put 
on  one  of  the  most  inspiring  afternoons  of  the 
local  season,  for  two  touchdowns  in  a  flaming 
third  period  brought  victory  over  a  fighting  and 
well-trained  Orange  eleven.  A  new  star  blos- 
somed in  this  game,  "Tot'  Owens,  at  quarter- 
back, who  passed  beautifully,  once  to  Tom  Car- 
ney for  a  gain  of  68  yards,  and  then  to  Cyril 
Bowdring  for  28.  Elliot  led  the  way  with  two 
touchdowns  and  Carney  scored  the  third.  The 
thrill  of  the  day  was  Dolan's  88  yard  touchdown 
run  from  kickoff. 

A  stunning  defeat  followed  when  P.T.  took 
the  field  the  first  time.  Unknown  and  un- 
scouted,  the  service  team  dominated  every  min- 
ute of  play  before  1  2,000  at  University  Heights, 
and  the  B.C.  team  with  nine  freshmen,  was 
thoroughly  whipped  by  the  collection  of  stars 
from  the  P.T.  boats,  many  of  whom  had  seen 
service  with  the  best  college  teams  of  the  land. 
Among  the  men  appearing  were  Dave  Zoller 
from  Kentucky,  Berger  from  Syracuse,  Lennie 
Thorn,  All -American  from  Ohio  State,  Tom 
Vohs  of  Colgate,  and  Steve  Levanitis  of  B.C. 
Sugar  Bowl  fame. 

Two  weeks'  rest  brought  the  Eagles  back  for 
the  most  thrilling  game  of  the  year — a  heart- 
stopping  24-21  up-hill  fight  against  Brooklyn 
College  that  had  a  21  -6  lead.  Evenly  matched, 
the  two  B's  fought  tooth  and  nail,  and  in  the 
very  closing  minute,  the  Eagles  were  lucky  to 
escape  defeat,  for  a  final  fourth  touchdown  was 
lost  by  Brooklyn  because  a  lateral  pass  was 
thrown  forward.  Brooklyn  featured  a  grand 
player  in  Curran,  a  6-ft.  3-in.  end  who  was 
Urban-like  as  a  receiver.  Curran  leaped  high 
to  pull  down  a  pass  one-handed  for  the  first 
score.  Six  points  came  to  the  Eagles  when  El- 
liot scored  after  a  drive;  then  Leder  took  a  pass 
for  the  second  Brooklyn  tally.  Curran  made  the 
third  score  to  run  the  count  up  to  21-6.  Elliot 
scored  a  second  touchdown  with  a  scintillating 
84  yard  run;  then  in  the  fading  minutes,  Ed 
Walsh  ran  beautifully  for  91  yards  and  the 
victory. 

The  game  with  Holy  Cross  was  anticipated 
both  by  the  heavily  favored  Crusaders  and  the 
under-dog  Eagles.  Entering  the  contest  4-1 
choice,  the  Worcester  eleven  by  dint  of  a  baf- 
fling offense  ran  up  a  30-0  lead  before  the 
never-quiting  Eagles,  who  sparked  by  Owens, 
staged  a  sensational  rally  to  score  twice  and  to 
win  the  admiration  of  the  30,000  present.  Holy 
Cross,  too  strong  in  the  line,  was  held  0-0  for  the 
first  quarter,  B.C.'s  defense  helped  by  a  splen- 
did kick  bv  Tommy  Seymour.  Holy  Cross  went  to 
town  in  the  second  and  third  periods,  a  short- 
punt  putting  the  Crusaders  in  scoring  position 
for  the  first  score  and  a  long  pass  scored  the 
third.  Yet  the  Eagles  showed  the  courage  that 
has  featured  their  play  all  year,  and  the  thirty

Ed  Walsh  played  one  of  his  best 
games,  while  Donelan  was  a  tower  of  strength.
